IS A VITAL QUESTION 
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Proposition Advanced to Pay for Local Improvements in Ten 
Years Instead of Forty Years, Thereby Saving Con- 
siderable in Interest Charges 


Whether it-is conducive to the, weal} years redemptions, — then, would not 
more improvements be made than un- 
der forty year payments, Is nol ten 
years suflicient time for anybody to 
easily pay for the local-imprevement or 
dispose of the property in the interim, 

In some states across the border no 
time whatsoever is allowed for pay- 
ment of local inprovement. When the 
work js done, the pro-rata bill is sub- 
mitted to the property owners and they 
mnst liquidate. And in the event of 
failure, the cost is assessed against the 
property, being charged as taxes, 

In Salifornia under legislation known 
as the “Vrooman Act" this method of 
procedure is in vogue, In Washington

» Shanghai, Dec. 29.—Dr. Sun Yat Sen, after having re- 
ceived a definite report of his election to the presidency of the 
republic of China by the delegates of the eighteen provinces 
in convention at Nanking, spent the afternoon here in confer: 
ence with his advisers. ‘There is reason to believe that: the 
personnel of a cabinet would be announced almost immedi: 
dvtely, and will be representative of all sections holding the 
confidence of the people. Among those selected is Chen 
Chin Tao, who has accepted the portfolio of minister of fi- 
nance. He cam ehere with Tang Shao Yi, the representative 
of Yuan Shi Kai, and previously had refused the post of vice- 
president of the board of finance in Yuan Shi Kai’s cabinet. 
He is now active in the negotiation for a currency loan. It is 
an open secret that Sun Yat Sen offered the foreign ministry 
fo Tang Shao Yi, who declined to enter the first cabinet. It 
is believed, however, that his name will be found on the next 
nave of the historfy of the re-organization of China.
